CALMLY PLAN SUICIDE 


Unusually Merry as They Eat 
Last Dinner in. Res- 
taurant. 





BUDAPEST, April 14.—Without mon- 
ey to maintain their position in the Hun- 
garian aristocracy, and both hopelessly 
in love with the same woman, Nicholas 
and Paul von Patkovitch, brothers and 
fellow army officers, sat down together 
before the mirrors on their dressing ta- 


bles last night and shot themselves sim- 
ultaneously. Their bodies were found 
this morning by a servant. 

The brothers were majors in the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian army and occupied a 
suite together. They were prominent so- 
cially and popular in army circles, but 
their family was impoverished and the 
two men Were deeply in debt, with prac- 
tically no resources excepting their pay 
as army officers. When they finally 
became rivals for the same woman's 
hand they resolved to die together. 


Calmly Arranged Double Suicide. 

They made their arrangements for tne 
Strange tragedy with the greatest delib- 
eration. At the dinner hour yesterday 
evening they went to a fashionable res- 
taurant, frequented by the society and 
army people to whom they were best 
known and dined together. They greet- 
ed their friends with unusual cheerful- 
ness, and were exceptionally merry 
throughout the dinner. When they left 
the restaurant they fmughed as_ they 
bade their friends good-by. 

rom, the restaurant they went di- 
rectly to their apartments. They were 
admitted by the servant, who discovered 
their bodies this morning. When they 
went to their rooms they left word that 
they were not to be called, until late: te- 
day.” 
Locking the outer door of their suite, 
the brothers wrote farewell letters to 
the woman they both loved. Then they 
dragged their two dressing tables to the 
center of their living room and sat down 
beforé the mirrors, each with a revolver 
in his hand. At a signal both fired, 
each using the mirror te direct the bul. 
let into his own brain. 


Found Dead, Sented at Table. 

When the servant received no response 
to repeated knocking.this morning he 
finally broke down the door. The two 
forms still sat before the dressing ta- 
bles. One revolver lay on the floor; .the 
other still was clutched in the hand that 
had fired it. Both men had been déad 
for several hours. 

The two letters that they had written 
lay, s@aled and addressed, on the ta- 
bles before them. Their contents and 
the name of the woman to whom they 
were written are known only to the ap- 
thorities who took charge of the bodies.

Testifies in Behalf of 
Combine. 





“NO ROOM FOR RIVAL” 





Save for Documents, Defense 
Rests Its Case on His 
Testimony. 





Albert T. Perkins, the city’s $10,000-a- 
year railroad expert, is the only witness 


who will be used by the Terminal Rail- 
road Association to disprove the charges 
made by the Government that the Term- 
inal Association has a monopoly of the 
bridge and terminal. facilities in St. 
Louis, in violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust act. 

At the conclusion of Perkins’ direct 
testimony Tuesday, Judge H. S. Priest, 
chief counsel for the Términal in the 
suit, said that he would offer no other 
witnesses, but would introduce some doc- 
umentary evidence. 

Former Attorney-General Crow, who 
is conducting the suit for the WGovern- 
ment, asxed that the cross-e :amina- 
tion of xerkins be deferred, so that he 
can have a .ranscript of the testimony 
and look up some _ facts’ concerning 
which he wishes to question the witness. 

Employed to Help City. 

Mr. Perkins has been employed for 
two years as an expert railroad ad- 
viser to the Municipal Bridge and Termi- 
nals Commission. Thi. Commission was 
created to try to get relief from the 
bridge arbitrary, and it recently an- 
nounced that it had succeeded in getting 
the railroads to absorb transfer charges 
at St. Louis and issue a St. Louis bill of 
lading. 

The defense introduced Mr. Perkins as 

a witness Monday afternoon, when the 
sift was resumed before Special 
Commissioner Rombauer. Mr. Perkins 
finished his testimony Tuesday, going at 
length into,an explanation of the func- 
tions of termina) facilities, the terminal 
conditions that exist in other American 
and European cities, the absorption of 
bridge and terminal charges by rail- 
roads entering St. Louis, and other mat- 
ters of a technical nature. 

Mr. Perkins gave it as his opinion 
that the unification of: terminals in St. 
Louis promotes competition among the 
railroads, rather than restricting It. 

Charges “Absorbed.” 

He said that the railroads entering 
St. Louis now absorb practically all of 
the switching and terminal charges, and 
that the Terminal Association gets its 
principal revenue from the railroads 
themselves, instead of from the public, 
as formerly. 

Mr. Perkins said Chicago and Buffalo 
offer the worst examples of independent 
termninals in the country. In each city, 
he said, commissions have been trying 
to get union terminals. 

The Terminal systems in Paris and 
Berlin, he said, were controlled by an 
arrangement very similar to that which 
exists in St. Louis. 

Mr. Perkins defined the properties that 
properly belong to the Terminal Asso- 
ciation proper, the Merchants’ Bridge 
and Terminal Ratlway Co. and the Wig- 
gins Ferry Co. He said the Merchants’ 
Terminal properties lie in North St. 
Louis, the Wiggins Ferry properties 
along the river and lower level of the 
cy and the Terminal Association prop- 
erties principally in the Mill Creek Val- 
ley, connecting with the Eads Bridge, 


A 


No Room for a Rival. 

He said that the sections of the city 
in which these properties lie are so fully 
occupied by terminals that there is not 
enough room for rival facilities. He 
said that many of the terminals which 
may be properly classified as the prop- 
erty of the Merchants’ Bridge Co. have 
been built since the Terminal Associa- 
tion acquired that company. 

A table from one of the reports of 
the Municipal Bridge and Terminal Com 
mission, prepared by Mr. Perkins, to 
show the growth of freight tonnage 
in St. Louis, was introduced in evidence. 

An effort was made to show that, 
while the terminals which were former- 
ly owned by the Merchants’ Terminal, 
the Wiggins Ferry and the Terminal 
Association proper are now owned by 
the Terminal Association, they do not 
serve the same territory or business 


interests. 
Interests Served. 

“Please state whether the terminals of 
the Terminal Association reach the’ 
same places as the terminals of the 
Merchants’ Bridge and Wiggins Ferry 
companies?” asked Judge H. S&S Priest. 
who conducted the examinailon for thé 
Terminal Association. | 
“No; they serve separate 
and separate interests,” said Mr. Per- 
kins, who then described the territory 
reached by the three groupings of the 
terminal propertice. 

“Would there be room in the Mili 
Creek Valley for another terminal sys- 
tem?” he. was asked. 

“No, there is hardly room for the pres- 
ent system.” 

'“Efow about room in the Merchants’

In New York 
she was almost drowned by buckets of 
water thrown at her from windows by 
some representative Americans in Wall 
Street. 

Doesn't Look the Part. 

For Mrs. Wells is a suffragette. She 
doesn’t look it. In a pale wlue liberty 
silk blouse, all ruffled with ‘‘val’’ lace, 
tailored suit and the large hat of the 
season, she is merely a bit of modern 
femininity. With her distinguished high 
bred, long English face with its tiny 
mouth,. you. would never suspect her 
of being one of that noisy, unmanage- 
able crowd who have invaded our other 
large cities—until she opens that very 
small mouth. 

I wish I could remember 
word her English. 

Like Shaw Heroine. 

It was. most of all like the way the 
women talk in the plays of 
George Bernard Shaw—but it came in 
such a torrent! Such a whirlwind of 
words and large ideas that they were 
all blown helter-skelter—and such a 
breeze did they make! I had to make 
my sketches while the lightning flashed.

Can’t Intimidate Her.

But actual experience showed 
not merely that it was impossible to 
obtain such an agreement for the liméta- 
tion of armaments among the various 
leading powers, but that there was no 
likelihood whatever of obtaining it in 
the future within any reasonable time. 

Ships More Effective. 

“Coincidentally with this discovery oc- 
curred a radical change in the building 
of battleships among the great military 
nations—a change it was in which the 
most modern battleships have been or- 
dered constructed, of a size which dou- 
bles, or more probably trebles, their ef- 
fectiveness. 

“Every other great naval nation has 
or is building a number of ships of this 
kind: we have provided for but two, and 
therefore the balance of power is now 
incliph.¥ against us. 
tinder these conditions, to provide 
for but one or two battleships a year Is 
to provide that this nation, instead of 
advancing, shall go backward in naval 
renk and relative power among the 
great nations. 

Two Ocean Frents. 

“Such a course would be unwise if 
we fronted merely on one ocean, and 
it is doubly unwise for us if we front 
on two oceans. .

An employe notified the police by tele- 
phone, but the gang had escaped before 
the police arrived. 

As the gang left Marks’ office the 
leader cracked his whip against the ceil- 
ing and remarked: ‘‘De guy wot we wuz 
lookin’ fer ain’t here.”’ 

Maps Torn From Wall. 

Before leaving the office the men tore 
maps from the wall, destroyed records 
which they found on the desk of Chief 
Clerk Jacob Schneider and threw valu- 
able papers from a window. ‘ 

They went to the office of Water Com- 
missioner Adkins on the third floor and 
asked for Mr. Adkins. Suspecting that 
they meant to cause trouble, Chief Clerk 
Walsh telephoned for the police and the 
gang hurried away. 

An hour later the police traced them 
to a saloon at Eighth and Market 
streets. ° Two men were found drunk on 
the sidewalk and three others were ar- 
rested in the saloon.

“Events .still fresh in the mind of 
every thinking .man show that neither 
arbitration nor any other device can 
as yet be invoked to prevent the grav- 
est and most terrible wrongdoing to 
peoples who are either few in numbers, 
or who, if numerous, have lost the first 
and most important of national virtues 
—the capacity for self-defense. 

Kleet All the More Needed. 

‘“‘When. a nation is so happily situated 
as ours—that is, when it has no reason 
to fear or to be feared by its land 
neighbors—the fleet is all the more 
necessary for the preservation of peace. 

“Great Britain has been saved by its 
fleet from the necessity of facing one 
of the two alternatives—of submission 
to conquest by a foreign power or of 
itself becoming a great military power. 

“The United States can hope for a 
permanent career of peace on only one 
condition, and that is on condition of 
building and maintaining a first-class 
navy; and the step to be taken toward 
this end at this time is to provide for 
the building of four additional battle- 
ships.

PRIMARY LAW 
IS VALID, SAYS 
SUPREME COURT 


Denying Right for Convention, 
Judges Hold Statute Must 
Be Followed. 








The Supreme Court of Missouri Tues- 
day refused to grant to Jeptha D. Howe 
and his faction ~.. the Republican party 
a writ of mandamus to force the St. 
Louis Board of Elect’»n Commissioners 
to recognize Howe's call for a Repub- 
lican City Convention. 

The action of the court has the effect 


of determining that the new primary 
Alections law myst be followed in St. 
Louis which will be treated as a county 
in nomination of candidates for office. 


Holds Lew Is Valid. 

In effect, the decision upholds the con- 
stitutionality of the State primary law, 
which was passed at the last session of 
the Legislature, and removes all present 
obstacles to holding the primaries 
Aug. 2. 

Howe contended that the city of St. 
Louis, being in no county, was not in- 
cluded in the workings of the primary 
law. He made preparations to call a 
city convention, biit the call for this 
convention was rejected by the Board 
of Election Commissioners. Howé then 
went into the Circuit Court and applied 
for a mandamus and the application 
was passed on to the Supreme Court. 

While no written decision accompa- 
nies the order denying a mandamus, the 
action of the court sets aside all the 
points made against the primary law 
by Joseph W. Jamison, acting as Howe's 
attorney. 

The main points urged against the 
new primary law were that it made no 
provisions for nominations in St. Louis

single control and management? Please 
answer with respect to the operating 
service and traffic of St. Louis.”’ 

“In my opinion, it is the only really 
satisfactory system for a city served 
by many railroads. There must be a 
system by which the railroads can 
reach, on equal terms, and terminal fa- 
cilities and business people have free 
access to all roads. 

“It is very important that the busi- 
ness interests should ha*e access to all 
roads. If all the roads are going to 
compete for all the business, they must 
have access to all the terminals. An 
industry that is reached by but one road 
is denied the benefit of competition. 

“Roads not reaching that industry 
cannot get its business except by mak- 
ing irregular allowances (rebates) or ab- 
sorption of switching or cartage charges. 
Since the Interstate Commerce law has 
been made really effective, the oppor- 
tunities of railroads that have not ex- 
tensive terminals of their own are di- 
minished. 

How Economy Is Aided. 

“What effect has.the unification of 
terminals on competition?” = 

“Tt puts all lines on an equal basis 
to compete for the traffic. It creates 
such conditions that a road to get the 
business must give as good’ or better 
rates and service, compared with com- 
petitors, to get it.’’ 

‘Tf all roads are interested in union 
terminals, what follows in economical 
management?’ 

“The result is the cutting out of a du- 
plication or triplication of service, which 
is desirable in a city where much val- 
uable room is occupied by terminals.” 


Decries Separate Plan. 


Mr. Perkins said that, under a system 


of individual terminals, a car would 
have to pass through five hands to be 


transferred from the Miszouri Pacific

Pres- 
ton Kennett swam safely to shore and 
called for help, saying his brother was 
drowned.

Humorist Declares Maker of Uni- 
verse Appreciated the Difficul- 


ties of the Undertaking. 


NEW YORK, April 14—That he had 
joined the ranks of the Anti-Noise So- 
ciety and that he did not believe a 14- 
foot channel down the Mississippi River 
could be successfully dredged were the 
two things Samuel L. Clemens (Mark 
Twain) had to tell reporters on his re- 
turn from a long vacation in Bermuda. 

“TI have returned from my trip a re- 
former. I have joined the ranks of the 
Anti-Noise Society,’’ said he. “I have 
retired both from the making of after- 
dinner speeches and the lecture plat- 
form. 

“No one can tolerate noise, you 
know, unless he is the noisemaker. I 
ai through making a noise and so I 
insist on quiet.”’ 

“What do you think of the scheme to 
improve our interior waterways by 
dredging a 14-foot channel down the 
Mississippi River?’ asked a reporter: 

‘I have no sentimental! interest in 
such a project, and I have too many 
realities to deal with to be chasing a 
will-o’-the-wisp. 

“When the Almighty built this earth 
He knew very well that a 14-foot chan- 
nel from Chicago to the Gulf would 
have been a very excellent and much- 
needed thing, but He also knew that 
it would tax even His resources.

Police, Fearing Confession Will 
Be Repudiated, Seek 
More Evidence.

The cuff of the left sleeve of the shirt 
worn by the negro, Charles L. Hincher, 
last Saturday when, according to his 
confession, he stabbed Mrs. Beazzie 
Mullally on the right side of the neck 
and killed her, was shown to a Coro- 
ner’s jury Tuesday morning. It was 
stained with blood. 

The Post-Dispatch asserted Monday 
that the crime was committed by a left- 
handed man, or by one who used his 
left hand when he wielded the knife. 
The stains on the shirt prove that the 
theory Was correct.* 

The inquest over the body of Mrs. 
Mullally, which was begun Tuesday 
morning before Deputy Coroner Lloyd, 
was postponed by him until 9 o'clock 
Wednesday morning to enable the police 
te obtain further corroborative evidence 
to support the negro’s confession. The 
@oroner said this was a _ precaution 
against a possible withdrawal of the 
confession. 

Seventeen witnesses, mostly police of- 
ficers, were examined Tuesday morn- 
ing. Hincher wore an expression of in- 
difference as he listened to the testi- 
mony. He yawned in a bored way sev- 
eral times and his glance either wan- 
dered idly over the Coroner’s jury, or 
idly studied his boots. Of all the per- 
gons in the crowd that filled the Cofo- 
ner’s office he appeared the least inter- 
ested. 

“Sunlles at Testimony. 

When. men scowled and women hid 
their faces at the horror of the confes- 
gion, Hincher looked as if he wondered 
what all the fuss was about, and when 
one of the witnesses stated that Hin- 
cher had told him in Hast St. Louis that 
he had a “bunch of moriey and had come 
across to have a nice time,’’ h® smiled 
faintly as if the memory of the ‘nice 
time’ was pleasant. It evidently did 
not *oecur to him that two lives were 
Ikely to be the price of a brief de- 
bauch. 

Detectives Le Barge, Joyce, Smyth, 
Boyle, Ferie, Scarry end Assistant Chief 
ef Detectives McCarthy were examined 
and told how they had sewed Hincher 
up in his own lies until at last he said 
he would tell the truth. His confession 
was the result. 

Victim’s Son Testifies. 

Two East St. Louls negroes who 
helped him spend the money were Alex 
McAuley and W. H. Reynolds, a cousin 
of Hincher. Mrs. Mary Krieger, John 
Krieger and two colored detectives from 
East St. Louis were also on the stand, 
and W. F. Mullally, the dead woman's 
son, testified to her age and manner of 
living and said that he had heard his 
mother speak of “‘Charley,”” whom he 
now knows as the prisoner. When he 
heard of the murder he immediately sus- 
pected Hincher. 

So far as is known no one saw Hinch- 
er enter or leave the house on the night 
of the murder and the police will try 
to @iscover someone who may have 
geen him. It is not certain that Hincher 
did not have accomplices. 


His Confeasicn. 
The confession was delivered Monday 


night, in an ordinary § conversationa! 
tone and in an utterly indifferent man- 
ner. Those who heard it were aghast 
at the nonchalance of the slayer, who 
told how, fearing he might be punished 
for attempted robbery, he held the old 
woman by the throat with one hand

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while he drew his knife from his pocket 
with the other, opened it and plunged 
the blade into her neck. 

He said after bracing himself with crev- 
eral drinks of whisky he went to the front 


door of her house at 6:30 o'clock Sat- 
urday evening and knocked. When the 
old woman opened it he caught her by 
the throat, and when she _ cried, 
“Charley, do you want money?’ he 
threw her down, drew his knife from his 
pocket and cut her throat. 

He searched the house for money, but 
found none, and returned to her side, 
where he found her purse on the floor. 
It contained $47.25, which he took. Then 
he threw the purse into the fire, which 
was burning in the grate, and the 
bloody knife followed it. 

He then picked up the water pitcher 
in the room that he might wash the 
stains from his hands, but it was empty, 
and after washing his hands at the 
kitchen hydrant he fled from the house.

The train reached Union Station earl; 

A large committee from the 
Business Men’s Leaguc, headed by Pres- 
ident James E. Emith, met the Tulsa- 
ites and escorted them to the Mercan- 
tile Club for breakfast. 
Led by the Reception Committee they

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| THE ARCHITECT OF THE LIBRARY. 


It is no easy task of course to draw plans and 
sj ecifications for a great building, but most people 
who have had experience with~architects will 
probably agree that when the conditions are right 
they can and do submit plans with remarkable 
expedition, Architects usually work by the job 
and they are as much interested in finishing one 
task and hurrying on to another as anybody else. 

The delay in the construction of the Public 
Library is said to be due wholly to the architect 
who, unlike most members of his profession, after 
six months of supposed labor, has no plans ready 
and is not able even to make a prediction when 
any will be ready. This state of affairs would 
seem to indicate that a mistake has been made 
in the selection of an architect, for plans cover- 
ing the construction of a new capitol of the United 
States might have been ready by this time. 

With stagnation in many industries, it is ex- 
ceedingly unfortunate that this great enterprise, 
money for which is in possession of two St. Louis’ 
banks, should be at a complete standstill. The 
library is needed, the money -to build it is in 
hand, thousands of men are out of work and the 
rroposed site is an eyesore. 

Members of the Library Board are men of 
energy and of resource. Would they permit an 
erterprise of their own to drag.in this fashion?

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NO AGITATION IN THE SCHOOLS. 

The suggestion made in these columns the 
other day by a correspondent that the public 
school buildings should be thrown open evenings, 
Suturdays and Sundays for the discussion of po- 
litical questions is one which should not be per- 
mitted to complicate the movement looking to 
their extended use for education and appropriate 
diversion. 

Many objections *o turning the school buildings 
into centers for political agitation will readily 
oecur to the mind which would not apply ‘to the 
plan heretofore advocated by the Post-Dispatch. 
One of the most powerful of these would be legal 
in its nature. If these buildings are to be made of 
service to the public in the best sense they must 
rot be associated with any purpose which’ is 
likely to promote controversy.

The discus- 
sion of political and other debatable questions 
certain to promote discord can easily be provided 
for elsewhere by those most interested. 

Agitation needs no special encouragement in 
this country, but there never can be too much 
of learning and mental improvement. 
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STREET RAILWAY BOOKKEEPING. 

People sometimes keep books for the purpose of 
deceiving others, but what is the use of keeping 
books for the purpose of deceiving one’s self? 

The United Railways figure that they carried 
more than 313,000,000 passengers last year, but 
of this number 97,000,000 rode on transfers. That 
is. nearly one-third of the passengers were count- 
ei twice, and by so doing it is made out by an 
elaborate computation that the average fare re- 
ceived was a little more than three cents. 

The street car transfer is not an imposition 
and it is no longer a gratuity. It is a part of the 
bargain made by the passenger when he pays his 
fare and announces his destination. The true

A Passover Story From the Heart of 
the St. Louis Ghetto, Told to 
the Post-Dispatch

OSES SIMON was walking, 
M thoughtfully, home from the of- 

fice. He lived in that part of the 
Ghetto where the middle class dwell. 
While the section did not resemble the 
streets in which the recently arrived 
immigrants make their aboae, it could 
easily be detected as part of the Ghetto 
Here and there the word kosher, in 
Hebrew, appeared on a butcher’ shop 
‘window. Numerous small business 
places kept the section from being re 
garded as a residence district, but there 
were still trees on both sides of the 
street, testifying that the district had 
seen better days. 

As Simon was about to turn from Jef- 
ferson avenue into Dayton street, he 
bumped against an elderly Jew, whose 
appearance would not have permitted 
him to walk unguarded in the same 
street a few years ago. He wore a long 
prince albert, which was beginning to 
turn green, perhaps in accordance with 
the spring atmosphere; his gray beard, 
carefully kept, was long, and his man- 
ner dignified. As soon as he saw who 
stood before him the elder of the two 
men stretched out his hand. 

“I was just thinking about you, Mr. 
Simon. I bet I know about whom you 
were thinking. I am sure not about me 
or any other masculine creature,”’ said 
Reb Leibish Dubinsky with a merry 
twinkle in his eye. ‘I was a young 
man myself at one time, you may be- 
lieve me, in spite of my gray beard. I 
know how it is, and besides, I have an 
opportunity to know the thoughts of 
young men.” 

Dubinsky really knew why Simon was 
so thoughtful. It was no secret with 
him that the young bookkeeper was in 
love with the pretty daughter of the 
Reb Yankev Hurvitz. He was also 
aware that Reb Yankevy refused his con- 
sent on the ground that sioses Simon 
Was what he called an apokores, one 
who is indifferent to religious matters. 

Reb Yankev was one of those rare 
Jews who refuse to bow to the inevita- 
ble. While it is a characteristic of the 
Jews to submit to fate, Reb Yankev re- 
fused to do so. Others readily accepted 
the dictum if you are in Rome do as 
the Romans, or rather, if you are in 
America, act as all other children of 
Israel do in Columbus’ land. Not so 
“Hurvitz the bookman,” as he was 
known in the Ghetto. 

There were two reasons for his being 
called a bookman. He was a man of 
the book in many senses. He loved to 
read and study the lore of his people, 
and was -by profession a dealer in 
books. He bore a strong love for the 
faith and traditions of his fathers. His 
dignity won for ‘him the esteem of the 
community, -~while his sternness, not un- 
mixed with kindlineéss, brought him the 
respect and love of his children. A man 
of over 40 years of age, his once jet 
black beard was tinged here and there 
with the sign of the impending winter 
of life. He had come to America 
years ago, accompanied by his wife 
and first born, a little girl, to whom he 
Was attached with the affection of a 
father for his first child. Being no ex- 
ception to what seems a natural law, 
Reb Yankev was compelled to g0 
through the fire of want and suffering, 
like all other immigrants. He drifted 
slowly into dealing in Jewish and He- 
brew books. At first he could barely 
earn bread at this business, as there 
were few Jews in St. Louis to buy his 
Wares. In those days he also sold home- 
made wines, dealt in ‘‘matzos’” and other 
things needed by his co-religionists. 
When offered money for reading the To- 
rah (the Scroll of the Lavy) in the syn- 


agogue, or for acting as chazan (chan- 


ter) he refused even when in need of 
money.for himself and his dear ones. 
On such occasions he would say: 

“Our sages have warned: ‘Let not 
thy learning be a milch cow,’ or, ‘Make 
not thy learning into a spade.’ ”’ 

He volunteered very often, however, to 
read the Torah in the synagogue on 
Sabbath or to act as chazan without 
accepting any remuneration. In time 
the Ghetto became larger. Jews flocked 
to the city, and the demand for Hur- 
vitz, the bookman’s wares became great- 
er and greater. Little by little he be- 
gan to m&ke a comfortable living, and 
soon. he was enabled to enlarge his 
business and even put away something 
for a rainy day. 

The years in their filght brought with 
them joys and among tkese joys was the 
One of seeing his daughter, Relzelle 
(Yiddish diminutive for Rose), grew into 
beautiful womanhood. Her skin was as 
fair and soft as was her mother’s before 
she married Reb Yankev; her eyes were 
black, intelligent, alert, like her father's, 
with the tenderness of womanhood 
gieaming through them. She loved her 
Parents devoutly. For her father she 
had particular respect, and, unlike the 
usual “educated” daughter of the Ghet- 
to, she could see her father’s point of 
view. That his point of view was in 
mary instances narrow and somewhat

In 
the two years in which she had occasion 
to be with Simon daily, she knew him 
well enough to realize that he was one 
of those men who need neither church 
nor creed to make them good. She was 
working as stenographer where Simon 
was bookkeeper. They became acquaint- 
ed, and their acquaintance ripened into 
love. Theirs was not the play at love 
indulged in by the lad of 20 and the 
lass of 18. They loved like man and 
woman, deeply, earnestly, devotedly. 
He was 28 and she 22. , 

Simon did not stay away from the 

synagogue from mere apathy as 80 
many others. Nor did he join a Re- 
formed Temple as other young men of 
orthodox parents do, for the sake of 
getting out of their circle. His studies 
and his thoughts resulted in the 
philosophy that “doing is more 
than believing.” He did not in- 
dulge in discussions on religious sub- 
jects, as he did not care to convert any- 
one to his views. He understood that 
there are men and women whom faith 
keeps from falling to the bottom: of the 
turbulent sea of life. He knew that it 
takes great strength to keep one’s self 
above water and therefore made no at- 
tempts to snatch the ‘tife-savers,” as 
he at times termed the faiths, from his 
fellowmen. 
Simon understood that Reb Leibish’s 
allusions to the thoughts of young men 
was meant for him. He smiled bitterly. 
Reb Leibish said in his kindly way: 

“Tt is enough that I have to look up- 
on the sad faces of old people. When 
I meet young people I expect to see 
happy faces.

Nowadays the young 
people are so busy setting the world 
right that they bring age upon them- 
selyes too soon.”’ 

“IT am not troubled about the world 
just now, Mr. Dubinsky. My worries are 
of a different sort this time.”’ 

“T can guess. But you deserve to be 
left in the lurch,’’ said Reb Leibish 
quickly. ‘‘Why did you not tell me that 
you want Rose Hurvitz for a wife?’ 

“Why, you see, Mr. Dubinsky, we 
have our own views about those mat-

“What good -.o these views do you? 
If Rose's father were as young as yeu 
and if he held views like yours, they 
would do some good; but this way——’’ 
Instead of finishing the sentence he 
waved his hand deprecatingly.

Begins at Sund n Wednes- 
day and Lasts Fight Days 
With Orfhodox. 
MUCH LIKE) OLD DAYS 
Signs and Symbols Similar to 
Those of Egyptian Bond- 
age Are Used. 





That most joyous of Jewish holi- 
days—the feast of the Passover—will 
begin at sundown Wednesday, and 
will be observed with solemn rites in 
practically every Jowish household in 
St. Louls. 

The Rev. Dr. Henry J. Messing, rab- 
bi of the United Hebrew Congrega- 
tion, who describes the Passover as 
the Jewish Fourth of July, as well as 
@ religious feast, gave the following 
acount of it to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter; “ 

“On Wednesday, the fourteenth day 
of the Jewish month of Nissan, the 
Jews begin at sundown the Feast of 
the Passover, lasting seven days (with 
the orthodox Jews, eight days). On 
the first evening a Seder service is 
célebrated in the Jewish homes. \ 

Feast Old as Exodus. 

“In Exodus it is told how the Jews 
in Egypt had to take a lamb into each 
household, tie it to the bedpost three 
days, and then, on the eve of the Pass- 
over, slaughter it and roast it whole, 
and eat it with unleavened cakes and 
bitter herbs. 

“The blood of the slain lamb was 
sprinkled on the door post, as a sign 
to the Egyptians of the utter con- 
tempt the Jews had for the Egyptian 
idols, the lamb being one of .them, 
It indicated the defiance of the Jewish 
people for idolatry. 

“In commemoration of this, tne serv- 
ice in the Jewis¥®home, called Seder, 
gathers the whole family around a ta- 
ble. On a large plate there are roasted 
bone of a lamb, in commemoration of 
the paschal lamb; a hard-boiled egg, as 
a sign of new life and hope; some bDit- 
ter herbs—usually the top of horserad- 
ishes, in commemoration of the bitter 
life of the Jews in Egypt; unleavened 
cakes; salt water, in commemoration of 
the sea through which the Jews passed 
when delivered, and a dish of chrosis, 
which represents the mortar in which 
the Jews worked when they were slaves. 
Chrosis is made of chopped almonds and 
other nuts, apples and wine. It is eat- 
en with the bitter herbs. 

“Bach participant of the Seder must 
drink four glasses of wine during the 
feas’. These commemorate the four 
seniences used by the Deity in speaking 
of the deliverance. | 

’ Solemn Sentences Repeated. 

“The first of these is ‘V’hozeisy—I will 
draw them forth.’ The _ second is, 
‘Vy’ hitzalty—I will save them;"’ the third 
is “V’go-alty—I will redeem them,’ and 
the fourth is, ‘V’lokachty--I will take 
them unto Me, as My people.’ 

“Before the feast begins, the house- 
master reads the Hagada—the history of 
the exodus. Then comes the supper, and 
after that the reading of Psalms and 
Biblical paseages of rejoicing and 
thanksgiving.”

Government’s Shame.” 





“The U. S. Government’s Shame’’ is 
the title of a red-bound book just pub- 
lished, written by Edwin C. Madden, 
former Third Assistant Postmaster- 
General, to tell the story of “the great 
Lewis case.” 

The book purports to give full de- 
taile of the investigation by the Puwst- 
office Department of the People’s United 
States Bank, the mail order institution 
projected by E. G. Lewis, and the Wom- 
an’s Magazine and the Woman’s Farm 
Journal, his publications, with such in- 
side information and sidelights as woulc 
come into the possession of the Third 
Assistant Postmaster-General, occupying 
that position at a time when such an 
investigation was in progress. 

Monument ora Cell. 


The book starts out with the state- 
ment that “Mr. Lewis of St. Louis fis 
no saint.’’ It proceeds to characterize 
him like this: ‘‘He may bea devil. There 
are many who believe his a master 
mind—that he is a constructive genius— 
a human dynamo; others say he is a 
dreamer, a shrewd, sharp schemer—an 
adventurer. Some would build him a 
monument; some few would tmprison 
him.”’ r 

‘The man and his enterprises’ are 
described in the second chapter of the 
book. Then follows a description of the 
organization of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment. The fourth chapter telis of what 
is termed “The Raid,” by, which is 
meant the descent of inspectors on the 
plant at University City, and the be- 
ginning of the investigation. 

The rest of the*chapters tell of the 
progress of the investigation, the indict- 
ment of Lewis on the chgrge of ‘con- 
spiring to defraud the United States of 
postage, the restoration of the Lewis 
publications to the privileges of the 
mails and the first trial of Lewis, which 
resulted in a hung jury. 


Cortelyou Criticised. 

Following the narrative portion of the 
book are a number of “sidelights’’ aid 
an appendix of letters and documents. 

The book contains much criticism of 
the attitude and acts of George B. Cor. 
telyou, then Postmaster-General, who is 
presented as having taken an unusual 
interest in the Lewis case. The author 
takes no pains to conceal his hostility 
for Mr. Cortelyou, and his admiration 
for Mr. Lewis.
